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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 1 21 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 

elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 1-3, 6, and 7, drawn to "a method for improving or treating 
impairments in perception, concentration, cognitive processes, learning and/or memory" 
with a selective PDE9A inhibitor. 

Group II, claim(s) 4, 5, 8, and 9, drawn to "a method of treating or preventing diseases 
of the central nervous system" with a selective PDE9A inhibitor. 

2. The inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: the prior art (WO 
02/037899, page 2, line 24), which teaches the use of PDE9 inhibitors for the treatment 
of Alzheimer's disease (among others), specifically by affecting the nitric oxide/cGMP 
pathway. The prior art also teaches that specifically inhibiting PDE9A reduces the 
ability of said enzyme to hydrolyze cGMP and promote intracellular cGMP 
accumulation, in vitro (Fisher DA, et al., J. Biol Chem., 1998, 273(25) 15559-15564; 
Soderling et al., J. Biol Chem., 1998, 273(25) 15553-15568). 

3. This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so 
linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

The species are as follows: 

If Applicant elects Group I, a species election is required in which the Applicant 
specifies the mental process (perception, concentration, cognitive process, learning or 
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memory). Also, the Applicant is to elect a specific PDE9A inhibitor listed in Claims 6 
and 7 (Formula I or II). 

If the Applicant elects Group II, a species election is required in which the 
Applicant specifies the specific disease to be treated in Claims 5 and 9 (dementia, 
stroke, craniocerebral trauma, Alzheimer's disease, dementia with degeneration of the 
frontal lobes, Lewy body dementia, vascular dementia, attention deficit syndrome, 
impairments of attention and concentration, Parkinson's disease, schizophrenia, 
depression, affective disorders, psychoses, neuroses, anxiety, mania or manic 
depressive disorders, Pick's disease, pain or epilepsy). Also, the Applicant is to elect a 
specific PDE9A inhibitor listed in Claims 8 and 9 (Formula I or II). 

Applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a single species to which the 
claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable. The reply 
must also identify the claims readable on the elected species, including any claims 
subsequently added. An argument that a claim is allowable or that all claims are 
generic is considered non-responsive unless accompanied by an election. 

Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to consideration 
of claims to additional species which are written in dependent form or otherwise include 
all the limitations of an allowed generic claim as provided by 37 CFR 1.141. If claims 
are added after the election, applicant must indicate which are readable upon the 
elected species. MPEP § 809.02(a). 

4. The claims are deemed to correspond to the species listed above in the following 
manner: 

Group I: Claims 2 and 3 
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Group II: Claim 5 
The following claim(s) are generic: 
Group I: Claims 1, 6, and 7 
Group II: Claims 4, 8, and 9. 

5. The species listed above do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, the species lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: prior art ('899 patent) 
teaches the use of PDE9 inhibitors to for the treatment of Alzheimer's disease by 
modulating the nitric oxide/cGMP pathway. Further, prior art teaches that PDE9A- 
specific inhibitors increase intracellular cGMP (Fisher, et al., and Soderling, et al.). 

6. Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the 
requirement may be traversed (37 CFR 1 .143) and (ii) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected invention. 

The election of an invention or species may be made with or without traverse. To 
preserve a right to petition, the election must be made with traverse.
